‘and able leaders. Speculation as to

‘There would have 
been loss of life which could very 
‘easily have been used as an additional 
‘argument by those who are trying to 
minimize China's efforis to extract 
herself from what resembles an era 
of medizevalism and definitely rank 
herself among the modern nations.

AT PAKHOL 

‘The withdrawal from Pakhol of the: 
191i Route Army, remembered for its 
activities in Shanghai during the 1932. 
hostilities, should reeult in a con- 
siderable’ alleviation of the tension 
existing in that area. These troops 
Fefused to allow the landing of a 
Japanese party to investigate the 
iailling of the Japanese chemist, 
Jyunzo Nakano, “and caused the 
‘Japanese naval ‘concentration which 
‘added extreme tension to a problen 
which undoubtedly can be settled by 
diplomatic negotiations once the true 
facts are known, ‘The presence of the 
19th Route Army at Palhoi put 
General Chiang Kai-shek in an em- 
arrossing position for the Japanese 
authorities placed on Nanking the 
responsibility for maintaining peace 
‘and order in the provinee, although no 
settlement had been reached regard- 
ing the future of this army since 
the threat of eivil war with the South 
West provinces which was averted by 
the departure of General Chen Chi- 
tang from Kwangtung, leaving his 
former ally, Kwangsi, still recalcitrant. 
‘The arrival at Pakhoi of Gen. Yu 
Han.mou's troops, togethe: with the 
anticipated visit to Canton of Gen. Li 
‘Tsung-jen, Kwangsi Pacification Com- 
missioner, indicates that General 
Chiang Kai-shek is extending his in- 
fluence into Kwangsi and his presence 
should have a beneficial elfect on the 
course of negotiations for the settle- 
ment of this incident and alco the 
Chengtu incident, which form the 
basis of conferences being held at 
ing by Mr, &.

Ambassador Warns Nanking on Pakhoi Affair: Further, 
Protests on Latest Incident in Hankow 


Nanking, Sept. 10. 

Mr, Shigeru Kawagoe, Japanese 
Ambassador to China, to-day warned 
Gen. Chang Chun, Foreign Minister, 
‘that’ the responsibility for any ynto- 
ward consequences of the continued 
failure of the Nanking authorities to 
‘enable Japanese investigators to land 
at Pakhol would rest with the Chi- 
hese Government. Making a suvprise 
all on Gen, Chang, the Japanese 
envoy is understood to have pointed 
‘out that, in spite of repeated -assur- 
‘ances that all facilities would be 
accorded Japanese officials, the latter 
still were unable to carry out their 
mission. 

‘Mr. Kawagoe informed Gen, Chang, 
that the Sapanese Navy, charged with 
protecting the lives and interests of 
Japanese’ nationals in China, as well 
‘as the Japanese public in’ general, 
were fast loosing patience, ond to 
have vequested that prompt measures 
bbe taken to cause tho 19th Toute 
Army to withdraw trom Pakhoi.

Automatic Sanctions Against 
Aggressor 


Geneva, Sept. 17. 
Suggestions of the Chinese govern- 
ment for a drastic reinforcement of 
the League Covenant have been 
received by M. Joseph Avenol, Sec- 
fetary-General’ of the League of 
fations. 

Nanking proposes, inter alia, that 
measures” be taken to designate 
qulekly and accurately an aggressor, 
to enforce automatic sanctions against 
‘any power so designated, and 10 
strengthen provisions for the preven- 
tion of war. 

‘The Chinese Government suggests 
the appointing of a permanent com- 
mittee of experts that would establish 
rules with a view to making sanetions 

iutomatic, Immediate, and complete.” 
It is also suggested that a. special 
committee be created whose task it 
would be to determine what military 
‘measures should be taken in case ait 
emergency arises.

‘The Kwangsi revolt definitely came 
to an end yesterday, when its two 
Ieaders were installed in thelr new 
coffees, appointment to which formed 
‘a part of the compromise agreement 
Gen. Li Tsung-jen thus becomes:

CHINA INCOME TAX 
AND FOREIGNERS 


Dr. Kung Thinks They Ought! 
to Give Support 


Nanking, Sept. 18. 

Important questions » bearing on 
China's present financial and econo- 
‘mic situation were discussed by Dr. H, 
H, Kung, Minister of Finanee, in an 
interview before he left for Shanghai 
this. afternoon, 

“Foreign nationals residing in 
China who have cultivated the habit 
‘of paying income tax in thelr home 
land should ablde by the decision of 
the Chinese Government in paying 
the new levy,” declared Dr. ‘Kung. 
“The fact that they are enjoying the 
privileges accorded them by the 
Chinese Government during” their 
sojourn here proves conclusively that 
they should pledge their full support 
to such a legitimate direct tax." 

Protection for Foreigners 

Regarding the Chengtu and Pakhot 
incidents, ‘Which, he sald, should. be 
considered as a ‘national humiliation, 
inasmuch as they occurred at 
‘moment when both the Chinese an 
Japanese ‘Governments were Bent 
‘upon readjusting thelr’ relations, De. 
‘Kung sald the National Government 
already had instructed local author: 
les to afford effective protection 
foreign nationals living in China. Tt 
also had ordered the local authorities 
to keep clase check against the 
Fecurrence of any similar affairs in 
the future. ‘The Chinese diplomatic 
‘authorities would adhere to the poliey 
‘of the Central Government and guide 
the settlement talks with the spirit of 
friendliness and sincerity. “He hoped 
Japan would do her part in bringing 
‘about a general readjustment of all 
the pending Sino-Japanese issues in 
the principle of equality and recipro- 
‘ly and In accordance with her desire 

for the maintenance of peace and 
order in the Far Bast.

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MANCHURIAN BANDITS 
Sept. 16, 

No special knowledge is needed 
to realise that the bandit scourge in 
Manchoukuo is very far from being 
‘overcome. From time to time there 
‘come despatches describing encoun- 
ters between outlaws and Japanese 
and Manchurian troops sent to 
round them up, which have some~ 
times ended in serious casualties to 
the supporters of Jaw and order, 
as in the case reported yesterday 
‘when twenty-five Japanese officers 
and men were killed and sixty-five 
Wounded. ‘The Japanese have been 
moderately successful” in. limiting 
the orea of banditry afid in decreas- 
ing the number of men who have 
been in the habit in the past of 
pillaging when other sources of 
making a livelihood have failed. 
But they have accomplished very. 
little in lessening the number of 
outrages, if information coming 
from the north can be credited. In 
short, they have done much to eure 
the evil of the farmer-bandit, but 
in doing so have unwittingly caus 
ed the menace of the professional 
outlaw to become greater than ever. 
Manchuria is a country in which 
banditry has been rife for genera~ 
tlons and the task of its suppres 
sion is admittedly so diMeult that 
{oo much could not have been, ex 
pected from a larger force than 
Japan has been able to station in 
the country up fo the present, even 
if it were not for the fact that the 
majority of the Japanese troops 
there—oMelally claimed to be in 
‘the neighbourhood of sixty thous- 
and—have to be posted at various 
strategic points, owing to the in~ 
ternotional situation and the pos- 
sibility of friction from over the 
northern frontier. If it had been 
possible for strong and mobile par- 
ties of troops to be scattered in all 
the regions where banditry -was 
Worst, then swift retribution would 
have ‘had its effect and no doubt 
the stories of attacks would, after 
ve years’ occupation, be few and 
far between, But the circumstances 
have been otherwise and the new 
state, even with the assistance of 
lis abies from over the water, has 
had to suffer from one of the worst 
and most persistent maladies: that 
ean aMlict a country which has 
already had its lifeblood sapped by 
mnisrule and corruption. 

If the communications system in 
‘Manchuria ean be improved, it will 
be easier to cope with the’ bandit 
problem, Even now the Japanese 
have sucecedod in almost eradieat~ 
ing banditry along two of the main 
lines of ‘railway—those between, 
Port Arthur and Harbin and be- 
tween Harbin and Manchouli, In 
other areas, however, the story of 
success reads not so well.

‘As far as Hongkong is con- 
cerned, there are peculiar local 
aspects which give to Sir Andrew’ 
visit to Canton the importance it 
must assume, Commercial rela- 
tions with South China ure a 
‘matter of long history. As a great! 
port and an entrepot enjoying tor- 
tunate territorial contiguity in re- 
spect to Canton and the prosperous 
hinterland, there is 1m existence a 
‘trade basis of considerable extent, 
but capable of tremendons mutual 
expansion, Not all relationships 
between Hongkong and Canton 
have been favourable. ‘There was 
an unfortunate period of mis 
understandings which clouded the 
otherwise friendly connections. 
‘These misunderstandings, perhaps, | 
might have been avoided but it 
would serve no useful purpose to 
delve into an episode which has| 
since been succeeded by reetifica~ 
tion and the initiation of an era 
based on a new concept of friend~ 
lineas which is bearing rich fruit.

UNSUNG HEROES 
Sept, 21. 

Among the heroes of Shanghai, 
unhonoured and unsung, must be 
ineluded those individuals who 
‘scorn the attractions of the Western 
residential district, and, for one 
reason or another, chose to live 
downtown. Few cities of the world 
possess such a relatively large and 
hardy class able to find habitation 
possible among the buildings in the 
Central district after the hum of 
busy commerce has subsided. ‘They 
are a class in themselves, something 
like the cliff-dwellers, and the 
gaunt and empty framework of a 
‘commercial edifice to them is quite 
a3 liveable a home as the greener 
and fresher areas miles from The} 
Bund. Residence is generally based 
‘on an economic concept. There is 
the argument:—"Well, if we have 
to live out west it means we must. 
have a car and therefore it is more. 
convenient to our budget to live 
within sight of ‘The Bund.” and| 
when the question of rental -over- 
‘comes the question of distance then 
the raison d'etre for the community | 
of city dwellers is apparent. There 
are many advantages. Likewise, 
there are many disadvantages, and 
it is probably by the degree of dis- 
‘advantages, especially in the matter 
of noise, that the hardihood of this 
selected class is to be judged and 
their heroism measured. There are 
none of the tree-lined avenues and 
roads for them, Their recreation 
is passed in the shadow of great 
office buildings which find ample 
dignity in the commercial eminence 
and life of this port but ore no 
strain on the imagination. Their 
lives are passed, not to the gentle 
sigh of the cicada chorus, but to 
the more vigorous tempo of the 
Customs clock and a screech of 
whistles, sirens, and noises of 
mechanically-produced or _man- 
produced horrors which are 2 chal- 
lenge to the strongest nerves 

A recent visitor to China ex- 
pounded the theory that the entire 
life of the country was focussed 
against a background of noise. To 
the dweller in the Central district 
the impression is inescapable that 
the combination of noise possibili- 
ties is so extensive that a diabolical 
form of torture is in perpetual 
existence. Of course, it is dificult 
to rule out noise in a busy city, but 
Shanghai appears to specialize in 
a variety which finds no place or 
tolerance in any other city. It is 
not so much the nature of the con- 
struction of the streets, or disposi- 
tion of the buildings, with their 
‘capacity for re-echoing or magnify-

It seems to be a general conspiracy 
to accompany every action and 
movement by the loudest demon- 
stration of vocal or physical appeal 
possible. Napoleon, itis said, rarely 
slept more than four hours a night, 
and could sleep under a cannon 
when it was fired. During the 
Great War, hundreds of thousands 
of tired and exhausted men found 
slumber in similar conditions, but 
there is great difference between 
such a strain on physical resistance 
‘and the case of the highly ac- 
celerated character of a person’s 
nerve existence ina busy city like 
Shanghai, People are able to sleep 
through periods of loud explosion, 
whereas the drip of the bathroom 
{ap, or the continual fapping of a 
blind means the worst agonies of! 
sleeplessness. 

‘The Central district dweller has 
to be proof against irritations of 
infinite variety, Trafic nolses are! 
not the chief irritant, because 
people are born and live to this 
accompaniment. There is the noise 
of new building construction, | 
against which there is little redress. 
There are the cries of coolies who 
are unable to work without some 
sort of chorus. The alleyways divid- 
ing buildings scem to be regular 
factories for all types, of labour. 
The city dweller is able to dis 
tinguish whether kerosene tins are 
being flattened out for the manu- 
facture of domestic utensils, or if 
somebody is breaking up boxes for: 
firewood. ‘There is the question of! 
repairs, “As the offices are fully’ 
eccupied during the day, with their 
thousands of busy employees, re- 
pairs cannot be effected until after 
‘office hours, or during the’ week- 
tend, when the city dwellers’ repose: 
should be sacrosanct. One draws 
the impression that, in spite of the 
sturdy and massive construction of 
buildings in the Central district, 
they suffer from a type of architee-| 
tural dyspepsia the cure for which 
is the vigorous application of a 
hammer and chisel to hard _con- 
erete surfaces. There is also the 
annoying chorus of whistles and 
sirens on the Whangpoo, and! 
especially one factory siren in the 
vicinity of Pootung which howls 
with flendish horror on a sort of 
triple extension note which makes 
the former Fire Brigade ambulance 
siren a thing of sweetness and 
beauty. In such an atmosphere 
and surroundings, these unsung 
heroes of Shanghai live, adding 
their support and stability to the 
community and hoping that an era 
of blessed peace and quietness some 
day will arrive. 





THE WAR ON DRUGS 
Sept. 22. 
No longer is Shanghai the happy 
hunting ground of international 
traffickers in narrotics, as recent 
happenings have shown. Hitherto 
this clty has been looked upon as) 
‘a haven for those—mostly Con- 
tinental Europeans—who make: 
their money in the illicit trade of 
‘opium, morphine and heroin, most 
of which is destined for the shores 
of the United States. It was re- 





vealed not so many weeks ago that 
48 Ib. of high-grade heroin had 


been taken to Los Angeles from 
Shanghai in the baggage of a young 
Chinese nurse well known in local 
social spheres. The vale in 
‘America of such a cargo is about 
U.S.$50,000 and it is estimated that 
the ‘cost of procuring so -much 
heroin in Shanghal is roughly US. 
$5,000, thus allowing a gross profit 
of $45,000, or 900 per cent. in the 
fevent of successful smuggling. “It 
may be assumed that a shipment of 
that size was not the first sont by 
the seeret organization responsible; 
rather, small consignments ztarted 
the thing, to be gradually increased 
as fear of detection lessened. The 
ultimate flaseo of the venture, with 
attendant exposures on both’ sides 
of the Pacific, gives an idea of the 
fools’ paradise in which the prin-| 
cipals were living, and in which 
others, now in Shanghai, are ap- 
parently still living. ‘The im 
mediate results in this one case 30 
far are: the 48 Ib, of heroin con~ 
Ascated; one Chinese girl in custody: 
‘one European dead by his. own 
hand rather than face a court; and 
another European found poisoned 
‘while the Police were searching for 
him. But these give only a very 
incomplete idea of the general 
scope of the investigations which 
‘have been carried on. 


‘The item in the history of the! 
international drug traMe which is| 
now being closed would make 
fascinating reading it all the facts 
could be revealed. For good 
reasons, however, part of them 
must remain dark for the present, 
and only a few investigators who 
hhave been close to the case for the 
last few years can see the whole 
picture. It is a picture which em- 
braces nearly every country in the 
world. The excellent work carried 
out at one of the nerve centres of 
the traffle by Russell Pasha and his 
colleagues is well known and so| 
much has been done to disorganize 
that Levantine distribution oMlce 
that the profits of the trafic in 
Europe have been seriously 
Jeopardized. So far as the United 
‘States is concerned, the determina- 
tion of the department under tho| 
control of the Treasury in stamping, 
‘out the traffic to America has had 
such good effects that those in close | 
touch with the most recont develop- 
ments can make fairly safe predic- 
tions for the future. At the 
moment, as a result of the charges: 
‘against Maria Wendt (Wen) which 
have received so much publicity in 
America, and the dramatic deaths! 
of Brandstatter and Stey in 
circumstances which connect them 
with the smuggling ring said to be 
involved, the eyes of the United 
States are on China. Indignation is| 
running high in a market which 
was once one of the most profitable 
for the drug-runners who . make| 
their home in this country, and the 
US. Treasury can rely Upon the 
support of all good American: 
citizens in its fight against this most 
insidious evil. It is part of a world 
campaign, and its success in 
recent cases can be credited to the 
department operating under Mr, 
Henry Morgenthau, jr., who some 
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‘drugs carried on by foreigners.” Re- 


Herring to Japan, the report asserts 


that there are conclusive proofs of 
the existence of an organized trafic 
in drugs, particularly in cocaine of 
Japanese origin, to North America, 
India, and Far Eastern territories, 
‘The League recently received an 
illuminating’ report on opium pro- 
duction in China and Manchoukuo 
(let it be remembered that morphine 
is derived from opium, and heroin 
from morphine), based on a nation 
wide survey conducted indepen- 
dently without the co-operation of 
diplomatic or consular offers, ‘The 
total production amounted to 12,261 
metric tons, or over 90 per cent, of 
the world production, ‘The largest 
producers (1935) were Yunnan and 
Szechuen, both with more than 
4,000 metric tons. Manchuria and 
Jehol accounted ‘for 1,825 metrle 
tons. In the’ latter two areas the 
production is estimated to be in- 
creasing annually by about 6 per 
cent. and no real efforts are being 
made to suppress cultivation any= 
where, the réport to the League 
states. In twelve provinces of 
China there was no  produetion 
worth mentioning in 1935. ‘They 
are Kwangsi, Kwangtung, Fuklen, 
Chekiang, Kiangsi, Hupch, Anhwel, 
Kiangsu, Honan, Shansi, Hopei, 
and Shantung. ‘In all the other 
provinces, except Kwelchow, Hunan 
and Ninghsia, production increased. 
last year. ‘The authorities in this 
country should not take this report 
to mean that their efforts in sup- 
pressing the drug-tramMe are not 
‘Appreciated. ‘The absence of oplum 
in so many provinces which are 
under the direct control of the 
Government is a sign that China is 
making ‘and successful at= 
tempt to master the production of 
noxious drugs within her own 
borders, and this mastery will be 
the ultimate solution of the problem 
facing the United States prevention 
bureau, since if the source dries 
up the stream will cease to flow.

Towage wil be considered ‘unsate 
unless it conforms to the following 
rules. Steel lighters: 100 tons and 
under, a maximum of three lighters 
should be towed one abreast of the 
tug and two abreast astern of the 
tug: over 100 tons eapacity, | a 
maximum of two lighters should be 
towed, and these tWo abreast astern 
of the tug. Junks: a maximum of 
two junks should be towed and these 
should be towed, three abreast astern 
oof the tug. Only one laden Foochow 
pole junk should be towed at a time 
and ithat should be towed astern of 
the tug.

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FACTORY INSPECTION 


‘The decision of the Chinese au- 
thorities to oppose the suggestion of 
the Consular Body that the regul 
ions of the factory inspection system 
in Shanghai be modified to conform 
with extraterritorialily postpones 
settlement of this question, which has 
been under negotiation between the 
Settlement and the Chinese Govern- 
ment for a number of years. The 
position taken by the Consular Body 
fs perfectly sound: there are certain 
extraterritorial rights possessed by. 
hose nations which still retain them 
which would be seriously intringed 
if the regulations approved by’ the 
Shanghal Municipal Couneil and the 
Chinese were to be enacted. It is 
ossible that a precedent would be 
created which would affect Sino- 
foreign relations in a number of 
other spheres. In the circumstances, 
therefore, the Consular Body did 
well to withhold their consent to the| 
regulations until time had been had 
(o view from an unbiassed standpoint 
he actual effect of the Chinese re- 
ulations upon the Chinese them- 
selves, It would have been manitest- 
ly unfair that forcigners, with thelr 
etticient legal organizations to enforee| 
the Jaw, should have been ‘made to 
ry oul regulations which the 
Chinese Government might not have 
‘been able to enforce upon their own 
citizens, “This is especially’ so. in 
Shanghai, where it has been found by 
independent investigators that most 
fof the abuses of labour conditions 
have been condoned by” Chinese 
‘manufacturers, whereas in the foreign 
factories conditions have existed 
whieh, though by no means compar 
able with equivalent conditions in the 
home countries, have nevertheless 
hheen much better than those existing 
in the majority of the Chinese work: 
shops, ‘Those officials of the Shanghai 
Municipal Couneil and the Chinese 
Government who will, after. this 
set-back, have to commence negotin- 
tions ali over again, deserve every 
sympathy. ‘The Counell sel seems

SLEEPING CHAUFFEURS 
‘A survey was fnade by the “North- 
China Herald” the other day to deter- 
mine the vexed question of how 
many parking spaces along the Bund 
were occupied by cats with chaut- 
fours, which might quite easily have 
Deen ‘driven away into outside areas 
until their owners had need of them. 
‘There were altogether four hundred 
vehis'es parked along the Bund at 
345 pam. OF these 321" were. ap- 


parently’ owner-driven cars, since 
there were no signs of chauffeurs 
near them. Seventy-three were 





chauffeur-driven cars, four were 
broker's traps, one was a taxi waite 
Ing outsido a’ club, nd one was a 
motor-eyele. ‘The’ area examined 
strelshed~from opposite the grounds 
of H. M. Consulate-General to the 
Shanghai Club, Of the chauffeurs, 
inoteen were. fast asleep; twenty- 
ike but might just as 
asleep for all the use 
they were making of their faculties: 
eleven were reading newspapers or 
books; eight were Just engaged in 
conversation; seven were plaving, 
cards; and four were busy pollshing 
thelr’ cars. The survey "showed 
beyond dispute that there were at 
least seventy-three spaces in that 
short stretch which could, when the 
new regulations come into foree, be 
‘made available for owner-drivers, 
who are likely to suffer the most 
Inconvenienee, "It also suggested that 
the Municipal Council’ might soften 
the blow to motorists who have been 
accustomed to park their ehauffeur~ 
driven cars in the Central Disteiet by 
designating parking areas in the less 
congested parts of Shanghai within 
reasonable ‘call, and installing tele- 
hones in these areas by means of 
whieh the ear-owner, stranded in his 
downtown office, could summon his 
ear tc pick him up whenever he 
wanted, "without contravening even 
the “waiting” elauses of the new res: 
ulations, ‘This is put forward os no 
more than a suggestion; to ascertain 
‘whether or not it is feasible more de- 
{alled inquiries than have at present 
‘been possible in’ the ‘casual ‘census 
take by this Journal will be neces. 
sary. Tt is. known, however, that 
Ssimiar expedients in cities in’ other 
countries have been successful, and 
there seems to beno reason to believe 
that they might not zolve one dif 
culty in’ Shanghai.

Kuangtung Seeking to Build 
Up Trade Again 


Canton, Sept, 14. 

“One of tho major objects of the 
‘new administration will be to pro- 
mote | friendly business” relations 
wilh the United States,” Mr, Huang 
Mou-sung, newly-appointed chairman 
of ‘the Provincial Government of 
Xwangtung, told tho United Press 
to-day 

“The government will exert every 
effort to co-operate with the people 
of Kwangtung in business and con- 
struction” the chairman said, "but 
wo shall also taunch a drive to re- 
habilitate the foreign trade for which 
this province has always been noted. 
‘As our export and import trade with 
the United States isan impertant 
factor in the genoral picture, the 
government is particularly eager to’ 
stablish the ‘friendliest relations| 
possible with America.” 

Plans for the nationalization of all 
the minoral resourees of the previnee: 
fre rapidly progressing, Mr. Huang. 
romarked. “Although government 
monopolies are to be established at 
first in connection with the principal 
‘mining products—wolfram, antimony, 
coal and iron—and later with the 
less important products, the policy of 
accepting foreign Investments in these 
ventures will be continued, he 
pointed out, 

‘Kwangtung Is ono of the most ai 
vanlageous areas in the world for 
silk production, with in many casex 
fag many as Seven crops a year. 
During recent years, however, tie 
export trade has fallen off concider 
ably ns illustrated by the fact that 
during the last two weeks of August, 
‘only one bale of raw silk was seni 
to the United States from ‘the 
province, Observers believe that the 
reason for the drop in the export of 
silk iz the obsolete type of flaturrs| 
lused “here. ‘The Central and tho 
Provincial Governments are making, 
‘@ Joint effort to improve silk pro- 
duction ‘and expect a decided ‘im- 
brovemont in the figures by next year, 
Mr. Tuang asserted. 

For the past three years the 
‘Kwangtung Government has held a 
‘monopoly in the production and sale 
of beth ‘native and imported sugar. 
‘As an “infant Industry,” sugar manu- 
facturing was aided’ by a high 
national protective tariff, Among the 
several diMleulties this ‘arrangement 
encountered has been the fact that 
tho price was somewhat higher than 
‘many consumers have been able to 
pay.

Canton, Sept. 17. 

‘The wholesale closing of gatabling| 
houses, the swift disappearance of all 
Kinds of gambling sets offered for 
sale, ond a continucus exodus of 
‘gamblers to Macao, the Monte Carlo 
of the Far East, make a composite 
picture of tho anti-gambling drive 
Tnunched on September 1 in the Clty 
of Rums. ‘The vigour with which the 
Grivs Is being pushed fully demon- 
strates the frm determination of the 
new Kwangtung authorities to stamp 
‘out the most deep-rooted evil in this 
city. A. petition from the profes- 
sionat gamblers, asking for a post 
onement of the date of enforcement 
fof the anti-eambling mevsures, was 
ally rejected. 

"The gay life hitherto witnessed at 
Honsm and Sumehun, the ganibling 
centses of Kwanglung, no. longer 
exists. All the gambling houses 
there. formerly flooded with pleasure- 
seekers day and night, now arc quiet 
‘and empty, presenting a sharp con- 
trast to their former glamour. ‘The 
removal of all the colouful advertis- 
ing placards flanking these 
completes the scene ef desolation. 


More Unemployed 

‘At Honom, on the south bank of 
the Pearl River, a busy yet pathetic 
sight Is witnessed theo days, as more 
than twenty big, {an-lan houses are 
winding up their business, siving 
vent 0 all sorts of complaints and | 
Gurees, the ‘owners reluctantly sce 
thelr fortunes irretrievably gone. The 
‘employees of these houses, estimated 
‘at more than 1,000, are thrown into 
‘unemployment. 

Even more serlously affected than 
Honam by the antl-gumbling deive ts 
‘Sumehun, which rose during the 
course of a few years from a desolate 
place to the most popula: gambling 
entre in Kwangtung, surpassing even 
Horam and Macao.” Prior to ‘Sept 
ember 1, its gay cafés, its enchrating 
eabarets, its palatial restourants, its 
glamorous amusement ceatres, "and 
Hts good communication facilites 
combined to. make ‘Sumehun a 
Parodise for gamblers, Wov. the situa 
tion has completely changed. 


Dimeult Soclat Problem 
‘The dramatic change in the fate of 
Honsm and Sumehun adds a dimeult 
social’ problem for the Kwangtung 
‘authorities to, handle, as the closing 
‘Of icgalized gambli.z hus thrown 
‘more than 2000 people vut of em- 
ployment, all of them having earned 
their living directly or ind'rectly 
from the gambling business. Not only 
the professional gamblers, but also) 
those who hitherto worked in the 
‘amusement houses, cafés, and rertaur- 
fants in the gambling’ centres are 
affected. No less alfecled by the 
‘onti-gambling drive are shops for the 
sale of gambling sets, as the cam-| 
paign bans all kinds’ of gam*ling 
tools, The police see to it that no 
gaméling sets are sold. The érive 
Spells the doom of more thar, 100 
shopt in Canton which were devoted 
to the making of mah-jorgg sets. 
Ironically enough. the suppression 
‘of gambling in Canton has. contel- 
Butel to the prosperity of another 
gamoling city 100 miles awoy—Macao.|

commercial enterprise it is impossible 
for a primitive loom at a farmer's 
home to compete with a complex 
marhine in a modern mill. But the 
Bais of the home industries fs 
primarily production for home con- 
sumption, marketing ts of secondary 
importance. 

"An old style wooden loom in rural 
Kiangsi, operated by hand, costs about 
'$5 and produces about 56 feet'of cloth, 
fone foot and two inches (Chinese 
measurement) in width, while un im- 
Proved one costs $1 more ancl pro- 
Guces the same length of cloth but 
two feet and seven inches In width, 
Another large loom, partly made of 
fron, is operated by foot, and costs 
about "$25, Its daily ‘output is 
104 feet of cloth, two fect and 
seven inches in width, Tn some 
places the eloth merchants supplies 
the sara to the farmer for weaving 
and ‘he earns miserable pittance for 
his Isbour, Often the same merchant 
dyes this home spun cloth blue and 
fells the same to the farmer for a 
food profit, 

Botter All-round Technique 

‘One of the welfare centres has suc- 
cessfully experimented wit dying the 
yarn first for ils looms ond saving 
the farmer the middlemon's profit. 
‘Thus by introducing better zooms, 
better technique and votter organiza. 
tion the centre Is, trying to give the 
farmer. and his wife an opportunlty 
jo promt from thelr own efforts. 
Besides weaving cloth and towels, 
‘knitting socks and tallaring have been 
popular with the country women, It 
is very strange that the | Kiangs!

During the past three weeks more

a living here. The execution of 
several Russians from ‘Three Rivers 
Settlement and the arrest of 21 Soviet 
eitizens last week, has made the situa- 
tion even worse, as people are afraid 
even to open their mouths in the 
streets, in caso some spy may over= 
hear what they say and report them 

is being injurious elements tothe 
Empire, 

‘The gaiety of the Harbin cabarets 
and the happy faces of those who 
used to frequent the cafes and the 
restaurants have disappeared, and in 
thelr places only gloom prevails and 
the people sit at their tables without 
speaking a word. Everywhere you 
go fully 60 per cent, of the people 
are Japanese and the few foreigners 
‘who remain in the city, feel that they 
are being ousted and that their pres- 
ence is not wanted. The White 
Russian clement, who imagined that 
the Japanese came for the purpose 
of restoring the Russian Empire, now 
'see that they were mistaken and that, 
they are no more wanted than the 
Soviet citizens who operated the rail- 
way. Foreigners who visited Harbin 
in former days find enormous changes 
and feel that they are in Japan and 
not in Manehoukuo. 


‘Tramear Construction 
‘An announcement has been made 
by ‘the ‘Tramway Communication 
‘Bureau that all tramcars tor Harbin 
service will, in future, be constructed 
in plants which have recently been 
erected here. ‘The present rolling 
stock of the tramway, which was con- 
structed in Japan and partially in 
|Shanghai, has proved not durable and, 
therefore; 32 Dairen specialists arrived 
from Dairen at the invitation of the 
‘Pramway Bureau. It is proposed to 
build 40 new cars, the first of which 
will be ready for service early next 
year, each taking one month to con- 
‘Strut. The cost of each car is 
estimated at 14,000 Yuan, while these 
which were imported "from Japan 
‘cost_not less than $0,000; thus the 
‘Tramway Bureau will make a con- 
siderable saving. 
‘A revision of documents in the 
Executive Bureau in the local district 
‘court disclased that they consist of 
many orders for the auetion of house: 
‘ond Jands belonging to Russians, who 
have either incurred heavy debts ot 
have not paid taxes for many years. 
‘New orders of a similar nature are 
being received every day, and there 
fare hundreds of houses valued from 
several hundreds. to several tens of 
thousands of yuan to be auctioned 
‘off. A large number of Russian dairy 
farms are also to be sold at auetior 
fs the owners are unable to pay their 
debts, The above facts prove the 
terrible condition of business in 
Harbin.

WORK IN KIANCSI 


Conservative Farmers Afraid of Western Medicine: 
Problems of Organized Midwifery 
Fao Our Own Comtesroneeie 


Nonehang, Sept, 11 

Health is one of the four main 
lines of activities at the welfare 
nto, "Tho Provinelt Pubile Health 
Depariment sonds two work 
oetor and. hie asestant, besides the 
midwife who Is supported on. the 
current budget of the centre. In both 
‘building and equipment it is" quite 
complete for a rural health station, 
and in some cases. superior to an 
average hsien hospital, Tt has two oF 
more wards of four to fifteen beds for 
emergency cases and a polvelinie 
which Is dally visited by ten to 40 
patients, The morning’ is largely 
devoted to healing, the afternoon to 
sanitation and health education and 
the evening is spent by dovetailing 
‘health work into other activities. 

Western medieino Is a new thing 
Jn the country. ‘The conservative 
farmer is suspicious of the good that 
may come from health programmes 
whieh produce the quickest. renults, 
And old style Chinese doctor needs 
‘only a pen and a shect of paper to 
solve the dimeultles of diagnosis and 
to euro all cases—medical, surgical 
and psychiatric, “He feels the pulse 
‘of the patient and prescribes alist 
of drugs and his’ Job Is done. 
Gonevally he is a private tutor or 
scholor and he docs not much care 
whether he Is pald or not for his 
prescription, 

But the Western edveated physician 
is comewhat handleapped, | Western 
medicing, however, has’ gradually 
found "favour with the ‘villagers 
specially In sufgical cases. A long 
process of education and raising of 
economic levels wilt bo required, 
before much headway can be made 
in sanitation and health work. To 
improve wells and disinfect also 
water costs money. ‘To make Intrines 
‘mote of less fly-proot requires money. 











Clenntiness 9 Luxury 
‘The people in rural areas still eon 
sider cleanliness a luxury, whlch only 
the rich farmers and city dwellers 
can afford to enjoy. In addition to 
education and ralsing economic levels, 
some compulsion is necessary in 
carrying out the sanitary worl of the 
village, With the secretary of the 
centre concurrently the Chuchang, or 
hhead of the district, health and sanita~ 
tion are being promoted through 
‘schools, public places and organiza 
tions stich as the Pao women’s society, 
fag well as by building model. wells 
‘and latrines, while laws prohibiting 
unsanitary" practices are being 
radually’ introduced and enforced, 

Ono of the successful things in the 
health worl of the welfare centre 
during the past year was the smallpox 

‘Although dur- 
ing the greater part ef th only 
alx centres had been established and 
functioning, over 20,000 people were 
vaccinated by the workers. Tn one 
Village three children died of small~ 
pox the yoar before but: all children 
Within a radius of ten Ii were vace 
inated last spring and there was not 
A single case, 

‘Smollpox is not only a vital health 
problem in rural Klangsi but also a 
Souree of much wasted wealth. One 
‘unit reported that in ils district, 
Within a radius of ten 1, 80 altars 
‘were specially built to the smallpox 
Hoddess the previous spring and that 
the superstitious and ignorant formers 
must have spent, it was estimated 
onservatively, at’ least $800 for each 
altar, The total spent in the whole 
province ‘on. this superstition must 
Fench staggering gure each year, 

no netunt case was reported from 
anothor centre In connection 
Sitar as follows, "A quack practitioner 
tool: vaccine (in some cases mucous 
from a smallpox patient) and blew 
the tame Into the noses of a number 
of children as anti-toxin, For this 
service he collected $1 ‘per child. 
‘Theatricals were performed before 
the altar; candles, Incense, fire 
‘erackers, all sorts of paper articles and 
houses were offered amidst much 
eating and wasteful amusement, This 
lasted for 45 days. 

‘To finance this unprofitable under- 
taking, gambling was permitted by 
the viliage authorities and percentages 
were collected, 

Since the establish of the 
welture centre this” superstitious 
practice has been forbidden in the 
istrict, Tn its place a, vigorous 
Vaccination eampaign has been con- 
dueled. ‘They expected that a much 
larger ‘number of persons would be 
vaceinated this year than Iast though 
the efforts of workers, 
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Filthy Midwives 

Child birth in rural areas is con- 
sidered “a natural “phenomenon. 
Mothers-In-law help in the delivery 
of thelr daughters-in-law. Often 
‘older ‘women became midwives, be- 
‘cause of the numnber of children they 
have given birth to, ‘The sole equip- 
ment of auch » village midwife con- 
sists of some old rags, pair of 


scissors and a string. Usually she is 
‘Rot paid in cash but a present of a 
‘chicken and some eggs is given to her 
for her labour. 


Tt Is unheard of in the coun- 
try for a ‘male doctor to at- 
fend a materaity ‘ease, however 


famous he may be in the art of heal- 
Ing, The custom of 40 centuries is 
against him, “As toa modern trained 
midwife, all the country folks atk the 
‘tame question: “How ‘toes she know 
anything about dolivery, being both 
young and unmarried herself?” 

When the midwife frst joins the 
health ‘work ‘of the welfare centre, 
she visits many expectant mothers. 
While they are getting acquainted 
with her, ‘thelr want of confidence 
because of her tack of personal ex- 
perience looms largest Often for the 
‘frst month or so, although she visits 

homes, yet she is not called to 
‘single ease. 
‘The beginning of her active 
ministry ig generally after the pattern 
of the following case. In a distant 
village there was a diffcult delivery 
In which the child had been lead in 
the womb. For a day and a night 
local midwives could do nothing 
to save the mother, who was on the 
point of dying. As a last attempt 
{o savo her life the centre's midwife 
was sent for. She knew at once that 
the ense was not hopeless. While she 
was disinfecting her instruments, she 
explained to the local midwives the 
reasens for her procedure, She final- 
ly delivered the dead child and saved 
the life of the mother, 

Out of a fuliness of a grateful heart, 
the farmer-husband of the woman had 
a poster nailed at the front of the 
hhealth station of the centre exprewsing 
his gratitude to the midwife, whom he 
cculogized as the “living Buddha” and 
urged all the expectant mothers of 
the community to seek her help.

A CHUNGSHAN ROAD FOR SUTSIEN 


General Chang Hwa-tang 





Shows Progressive Spiri 


Better Banking Facilities 
Frost Our Owx Commsronoer 


Sutsien, Ku, Sept. 7. 

‘Within the past few months, signe 
of progress have been observed at 
Sutsien. ‘The new constructive spirit, 
which has already caused such grat 
changes and improvement in other. 
parts of China, also is making Itself 
felt here. 

Perhaps every up-to-date city in 
this part of China has a Chungshan 
Road, which is the principal strect 
of the city, For some years past 
the people of Sutsien have been talk- 
ing of making such a street here, 
ut the project did not materialize, 
‘There were dius in the way, of 
course, literally in the way. 
flouses must be torn down, or partly 
30, to make room for a wide road. 
Such a procedure would involve 
large amounts of money, or of trouble, 
or of both. Local authorities were 
not able to make the necessary 
Fangements, 50 the fond dream of a 
Chungshan Road remained in the 
realm of dreams. 

Some months since, Brig.Gen. 
‘Chang Hwa-tang, who hed formerly 
been ‘stationed here, but had been 
‘elsewhere for some years, returned 12 
‘Tsingkiangpu_and 1,500 of his troops 
are now in Sutsien. This gentleman 
has a fine public spirit; he kes to 
build roads, plant “trees, and make 
other improvements, AS soon os he 
returned he took up the matter of 
& Chungshan Road and put his sol- 
diers to work at it, 

Tt. is ‘sald that the poor people 
receive a few dollars per room for 
the houses which are destroyed, while 
the wealthy owners receive nothing. 
If the house owners prefer to do 30, 
they may employ workmen to tear 
Cown their ‘houses, thus preserving 
the material in a little better condi= 
ton. Otherwise, the soldiers do all 
the work of destruction, and. bulld 
the road. ‘The money ior relmburs- 
ing property owners is supposed to 
‘be provided locally, if at all. 

‘The new road runs through the 
brick walled city, along the | most 
dignifed residence street, which Is 
named Fulewel (Riches Honour). Tt 
@oes not touch the main business 
Street. Some of the business men 
plan to buying land and put up hotels 
and other establishments along the 
ew road. At present, the surface of 
the road is made of earth and broken 
Dbeieks. 

Public Improvements 

Not content with building Chung- 
shan Road, Brig-Gen, Chang is also 
making a ‘park in the northwest 
‘quarter of the city, using public land 
which was well filled with graves, 
A few of the coffins were taken up 
by relatives of deceased and moved to 
new. burial grounds. ‘The others 
which remained unclaimed, were 
moved by the soldiers to low ground, 
and were covered with earth In the 
process of levelling the park. Tho 
exact size of the park is not known, 
but it is perhaps 20 English scres of 
more, quite a good sized area for a 
city of 60,000 ‘people. ‘The largest 
building in the park isa brary, 
contributed by Gen. Chang. A few 
‘smaller buildings have already been 
erected. ‘Trees, grass and flowers 
have been planted. ‘The ponds are 
‘stocked with huge water lilies and 
there is a large playground for var 
ous, sports 

‘All in ali, it isa park of which 
Sutsien may well be proud. Gen. 
‘Chang is to be congratulated’ on his 
public spirit and enterprise and his 
Splendid: demonstration ‘of a method 
ff ‘using an army in time of peace. 
Other soldiers may constitute a ser- 
fous ‘menace to the cities in which 
they are stationed, but these men are 
doing some fine work, which should 
bbe of permanent benef. 

‘Another notable step in the pro- 
gress of Sutsien is the recent opening 
of a local branch of the Bank of 
‘Communications. Some time. since. 
two other banks opened branche: 
here, but this is the first time Sutsten 
has had a branch of one of the big 
three banks. First-class banking 
facilities should mean much to the 
‘business men of Sutslen. 

‘One unfortunate feature of the 
situation is the disappointment in 
connection with the Klangsu Provin- 
elal Bank "of Agriculture, which 
‘opened a branch here nearly two 
years ago, Last year a huge ware- 
hhouse was bullt, including five large 
granaries, as well as an office and 
Fesidence for some of the staff. The 
plan was for farmers to bring thelr 
grain and store it in this warehouse, 
‘and the bank would lend them money 
on it at a reasonable rate of interest. 
‘The warehouse buildings were com- 
pleted in the autumn of 1035, and 
the people believed that everything 
would be ready for thelr 1038 crop! 
of grain, 

Contractor's Troubles 


For some reason, the warehouse is 
still empty, to the’ disappointment of 









































all concerned. The most reasonable 
‘explanation offered is that the bank’s 
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building inspectors were not satisfied 
with the bulldings, and the unfortu- 
nate contractor has them left on his 
hands, “He must protect them and 
Keep them in repair until a settle 
‘ment is reached, Local reports state 
that the contractor Tost $2,000 on the 
Job. Moreover, the bank is holding. 
back a few thousand dollars from 
his pay, until the bulldings are 
received. 

‘The main ronds are being gradually 
improved, and bus lines are operating 
more or tess regularly. 

‘The erops are much better than 
usual, though the weather has beon 
rather dry for some months past, 
‘The large lake in the old Yellow 
River bed at this place, which is the 
principal source of water supply tor 
the city, is very low, and will prob- 
ably be almost dry’ in the spring, 
fas no heavy rain Is to be expected 
until next. summer. 

"The country remains quiet. Some 
robbers may be operating on’a small 
scale while the high kaoliang affords 
plenty of hiding places; but no large 
fangs of bandits have been reported 
for some time,

Opening of Motor Service from. 
Kweiyang to Capital 
Front Our Own Comesronoenr

‘Yunnantu, Sept, 15. 
‘The completion of a ‘trip by two 
motor buses from Kwelyang to Yun- 
hanfu yesterday evening 1s an event 
‘which marks the beginning of a new 
era in transportation in the “far 
southwest of China, ‘Yunnan has been 
tengaged In road construction for more 
than ten years. Owing to the moun- 
tainous nature’ of the country this 1s 
a very dimeult section to make any 
speed in road building. Nevertheless, 
‘the last two or three years have seen 
‘a new determination on the part of 
the Yunnan Government to connect 
up with the “Kweichow roads and 
thereby with the. National Road.

‘Two Days' Journey 

‘The distance from Kwelyang is 
approximately 600 kilometres, When 
the roads have been put into more 
permanent condition it is estimated 
that the journey from here to Kwel- 
‘yang can be made in two days. Roads 
north from Kwelyang into Szechucn 
‘and east into Hunan form links to all 
parts of China. 

‘Yunnan is beginning to see some 
hope of breaking its age-long Isola 
tion. “Air service has done. most to 
put Yunnan into touch with the world 
but is beyond the power of ma 
use, Motor ear passenger 
port service promises an 
route from here to the coast for the 
first time using modern methods. The 
railway has 40 far been the only quick 
way out, but leads through forelgn 
ferritory. Even so a trip to Shanghai 
hhas heretofore required from nino 
days to two weeks. 























SERIOUS ACCIDENT ON 
RAILWAY 
Front Oun Own Conusrononrr 


Hankow, Sept, 18. 
From latest reports to hand yestor- 
day regarding the train and bus col 
lision on the Canton-Hankow allway 
it appears that the accident was en- 
tirely due to the efforts of the driver

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HUNTED MAN FOUND DYING IN A FIELD 


Death Ends Search for Al Stey Suspected as Maria 


Wendt’s Ally: U.S, Leads in Fight Against Drug Ring 


AL Stey, formerly superintendent 
‘of the Paulun Hospital, who has been 
missing since Scptember 1, was 
found dying behind a clump of trees 
im a flold off Route de Zikawel, at 
7.30 pam. on Sept. 20. He was taken 
{0 the Russlan Confraternity Hospital, 
260 Route Maresea, where he died 
from the effects of polson at 9.45 p.m. 
He was eonselous shortly before he 
expired, but was unable to make 
coherent statement’ to the ‘French 
Police regarding the Wendt (Wen) 
‘drug affair, in-which he was impll- 
cated. 

‘Stey, who was 60 years of ago, and 
4 native of Alsaee, is thought to have 
taken poison with. suicidal Intent, 
early that evening, "at some" un 

+ known place. His death ends a pains- 
aking "search conducted by the 
French, © Settlement, and Chinese 
police “ever since he dropped from 
View ton days. ago.

The 
French Police wei. valled, and they 
identified the dying ‘man, “He was 
conscious, but delirious, up to the 
end. 

‘Siey was alleged to have upplied 
the 48 1b. of pure heroin which Maria 
Wendt (Wen), a former nurse ot 
Paulun Hospital, had concealed in 
her trunke when she arrived in Los 
Angeles from Shanghai carly ‘In 
August, according to. tho American 
Federal authorities. His suicide, if 
stich iL was, is the second death in 
onneetion with the Wendt ease this 
month, N, Loffelholz-Brandstatter, a 
former Shanghai nareetic traMeker. 

Every effort was made at the 
hospital to save Stay’s life that 
hight, but the dose of poison he had 
liken was too strong to be counter> 
acted. “Although it is not definitely 





known ‘what “drug the man had 
‘swallowed, the symptoms indicated 
verona. 


Stomach Analysis Ordered 

‘The circumstances of Stey's death 
continued to puzzle the authorities 
fon Sept, 21, The body was removed 
from” the’ Russian Contraternity 
Hospital but nothing of interest was 
found at the autopsy and the stomach 
‘was ordered to be sent to the Labora 
tory for analysis of its contents. 

Dolectives continued their search 
for the place, or places, where he 
had hidden sinee his disappearance 
on September 11, At the end of a 
strenuous day, however, they were 
lunable to report results. 

‘The theory that Stey had been 
‘murdered through being forced to 
fukke an overdose of a powerful drug, 
was not held to be a plausible one 
by the French detectives. “It was be- 
ieved that Stey poisoned himselt 
because he realized that he had no 
chance of eseape. 

Other Suspects Watched 

Meanwhile, the authorities are 
keeping an eye on other foreigners 
in Shanghai ‘who are suspected of 
connection with local narcotic fae- 
tories and the original source of 
supply. These suspects, one of whom 
died recently here, are not members 
‘of the former European ring of drug

Preliminary Hearing in

In Shanghai, Brandstatler act- 
ed as the Far Eastern manayer of 
8 powerful drug syndicate, with 
headquarters in New York, for about 
three years and then was forced to 
flee, last May, for Eurepe, He event 
vally made ‘his way to Cubs, was 
deported from Havana at the end of 
‘August, and’ committed suicide on 
board the liner Oriente in New York 
harbour rather than face the music 
{in California, where a Federal Grand 
Jury had indicted him in connection 
with the Wendt ease. He was found 
hhanged in his cabin’ on the Oriente 
fon September 4, 

Washington's Fight 

‘The fight to break up international 
combines of opium and narcoue 
raMlickers is being directed _ from 
Washington, D.C, where the Secre- 
lary of the ‘Treasury, Mr. Henry. 
Morgenthau, jun., has taken personal 
charge of operations. ‘The present 
ase ained notoriety when Miss 
Wendt, also known as Wen, a mem- 
ber of’ a Shanghal Cantonese family, 
was arrested early last month upon 
londing at Los Angeles. In secret 
compartments in her trunks was 
Tound 48 Ib. of heroin, having a 
retail value of approximately $80,000 
(gold) in “America. It” represented 
some 1,000,000 medicinal doses and 
‘over 400,000 fatal doses—enough 
poison to Kill nearly’ half a million 
persons! 

‘The gist, who is now awaiting trial, 
astounded ‘the police by escaping from 
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custody u few days after her arrest. 
She was recaptured, however, and 
has since talked freely to the police, 
implicating Stey, according to des- 
patches. “Both Maria and Constance 
Jean Wen, her sister, who has visited 
he 'n_ sol, have old the Federal 
authorities that Stey arranged for 
‘Maria Wendt's departure from China 
for the United States. ‘The United 
Press ‘reports that Constance Wen 
told the Los Angeles investigators 
thal her sister was merely a pawn In 
the operations of the Shanghal nar- 
colic organization. 

‘The Los Angeles authorities, the 
United Press reports further, early 
became convinced that Stey was a 
‘potent factor” in the smuggling ring, 
but in view of the fact that his na- 
Hlonality was in doubt, they asked 
Washington to handle the internation- 
al aspects of the case. 

Stey’s connection with Aiiss Wendt 
plainly dates from the time when she 
was a nurse at Paulun Hospital, in 
whose ‘school of nursing she was

STIRS CABARET 


Japanese Marine Hit on Neck 
by a Pear Core 


A fresh “ineident," which eventual 
4y involved members of the Japanese 
Naval Landing Party, offcers. trom 
the Dixwell Road Station of the 
Shanghai Munielpal. Poliee, and of 
the Bureau of Public Safely, occir= 
red on North Szechuen foad on 
September 21, when the core of 
8 pear hit a Japanese marine on the 
‘neck, ‘The “incident” culminated in 
the arrest of one Chinese, who was 
uubsequently released after beinit

At about 720 pm, a Japanese 
aval patrol, consisting of six men

way near the patrol, which immedi-

‘The N.C.O, complained to a Japan- 
ese constable of the Shanghai Munl- 
cipal Police that someone had been 
“shooting pears” at them. ‘The con- 
stable telephoned Dixwell Road 
Station, which immediately sent. a 
strong posse of officers to the scene, 
‘The posse arrived, to find that the 
Japanese patrol ‘and innumerable 
constables ‘from the. Public Safety 
Bureau hed the situation well In 
hand, ‘Two Japanese commissioned 
oMicers of the Landing Party also put 
in, an appearance. 

‘The oficial party proceeded up- 
stairs, to find dancing and music well 
Jn progress. No one seemed to know 
anything about it. Under a window, 
the police officers found a large stone 
coping, some five feet wide. From it, 
only the pavement on the opposite 
side of the road could be seen, By 
the presence of a large quantily of 
pear peeling behind the coping, It was 
rapidly deduced ‘that some one had 
probably been sitting onthe coping 
watching the daneing, and had neg 
ligently lung. the ‘cores. over "his

Only Two Peaches

‘the morning, Two of the detained per- 
sons, Chiang Kwoh-zee and Tsang 
Ko-Sun, were arrested by Chengts 
Road police at midnight on Thursday 
in Chungking Road, and were found 
Jn possession of fourteen copies of 
anti-Japanese pictorial posters, eight 
copies of a paper known as the “Fifth

‘Two of the other prisoners were 
also arrested by Chengtu Road policy 
in Lane No. 331, Chungking Road, 
Including a woman named Shiso Yue- 
Woo. ‘They were in possession of six 
pictorial posters of an alleged anti 
Japanese nature, ‘The Afth prisoner, 
Woo Kyung-tah, is a hawker. He 
was arrested in Wayside Road on 
‘Thursday evening, when he was dis- 
tributing handbitls bearing antic 
Japanese slogans. 

In observance of the anniversary, 
Chinese radio stations suspended 
broadeasting that day, while amuse- 
ment resorts in the Chinese (erritory 
remained closed.

KAYAU SUSPECTS IN 
POLICE HANDS 


Bureau Obtains Confession: 
Death Weapon Found 





With the arrest of Mao Yung-hu 
and Wang Chun-sheng in Nontao, the 
Chinese Police annouriced on Sept. 19 
that they have. in their custody. the 
murderer of Mr. Kosaka ‘Kayau, a 
Japanese salesman, in Chi Mel Road, 
Chapel, on the night of July 10. ‘The 
revolver used in the erime had been 
Unearthed froma heap of garbage at 
the foot of Wu Ka Mao Chao (bridne), 
Chapel, a ‘short. distance trom. the 
Scene of the killing. 

Allogether seven persons are being 
detained at the “Bureau of “Public 
Safety. “Mao Yung-ha and Wang 
Ghunesheng. two of the suspects 
rested in aseries of raids during the 
past few days, were alleged to have 
Eonfessed to being’ responsible. for 
the aseassination, ut each insisted 
that ‘the other had ‘done’ the actual 
shooting 





Weapon Discovered 

Led by Wang, the police proceedee 
to the foot of the bridge In Chape 
early on September 18. ‘From under- 
neath a pile of rubbish a rusty 
revolver was discovered. It contain 
ed five rounds of ammunition and ar 
empty cartridge ease was found in 
the remaining chamber. According 
to the police, the bullet “extracted 
from Mr. Kayau's: skull fits perfectly 
with the empty cartridge case. 

Both suspects, whom. the Chinese 
Police believe of great importance in 
connection with the case, are i= 
employed. It is believed’ that they 
are members of a gang of loafers and 
were hired to do the killing. 

According to their confession 
obtained by the Police, both went 10 
the Japanese district to buy ice cream 
on the dey of the murder, Seeing 
‘2 Japanese turning into Chi Mei Road, 
one of the town men fired the fatal 
shot. They were believed to have 
made a similar altempt on another 
Japanese a few days earlier but the 
revolver jommed. ‘This case was re- 
ported to the Dixwell Road Police 
Station by the Japanese who had

‘The Commissioner of Public Health 
im his report to the Shanghai Muni- 
cipal Counell for August states that 
fone of the most Important features 
of the health of the International 
Settlement during the month was a 
further increase in the incidence of

One hundred and fifty-seven new 
cases were brought to the notice of 
the Department, representing a 
marked increase “over the notifica- 
tlons for July. As occurred the 
previous month, a good number of 
the ‘cases originated in the Eastern 
District, 45 arising from one partie 
cular ‘souree alone.

Half Gramme of Precious 
Metal for Local Institute 


‘The total available amount ot 
radium in China now comes toa 
Mule over two grammes, as a result 
‘of a quantity of this precious metal 
having been received in Shanghai 
by the Sino-Belgian Radium In- 


stitute, "The aetual amount of 
radium received was “810 milli- 
grammes, contained in seventy 


platinum cells or needles, and brings 
the quantity of radium now available 
at the institute to one gramme, 

In point of fact, this is but a small 
quantity when one recollects that In 
Czechoslovakia 23. grammes are in 
Use, ond in Belgium 32 grammes, 
‘The fact is that radium is extra: 
ordinarily expensive, and while the 
‘cost has been lowered in recent years, 
it is still in the neighbourhood of 
‘U.8$35,000 per gramme, so that with 
the gold and platinum containers, the 
price works out at CH.$130,000' per 
gramme. By way of comparison, It 
may be mentioned that pure gold 
is worth only CH. $8.75 per gramm« 
Radium is now very much. in’ us 
all over the world for the treatmer 
of cancer. It is generally used in 
Conjunction with treatment by deep 
X-rays, the treatment with radium

His Advice for the 


Forthcoming Peoples’ Congress 


Every care should be exercised for 
the lection of delegaies to the 
People’s Congress to pave the way 
for a stable government, as other- 
wise chaos of the first’ few years 
after the Revolution will be repeated. 
This Is the advice of Mr. Yu Lib, 
the grand old man of the Chinese 
Revolution, who is here on his way 
to Nanking to pay respects to Dr. 
Sun Yat-sen's Mansoleum, 

Mr. Yu, who elaims the distinction 
of being’ the oldest living revolu- 
onary, gave his first interview since

his arrival from Hongkong a few 
weeks ago, in a beautiful Chinese 
residence in Jessfield Road, the pro- 
perly of Mr, Tang Hai-chu who is 
‘also. identified with the Revolution. 
Mr. Yu pointed out that the convoca- 
tion of the Congress is one of Dr. 
Sun Yat-sen’s principles and the aim 
of the Kuomintang, and he is happy 
that it is being carried out to-day. 

‘This was the only subject Mr. 
Yu touched upon in his interview. 
He declined to discuss polities, saying 
that he had been inactive after Yuan 
Shih-kai's downfall and was therefore 
not in a position to express his views 
He has great faith in the future of 
the Chinese Republic. With her 
centuries of culture and civilization, 
China will solve her own problems, 
emerge from the present erisis and 
contribute a great deal towards the 
world peace. He emphasized re- 
construction and The need for the 
development of China's immense 
natural resources. 














Mr, Yu's Career 
Frail and pale, the 72-year old 
revolutionary first discussed schemes 
for the overthrow of the Manchu 
régime when he was a student at 
the Hongkong Meaical College well 
over forty years ago. To use his 
own words, he simply ‘could not 
help becoming a revolutionary after 
‘seeing the state of affairs then exist 
ig in the country. Together with 
~. Sun Yat-sen, Mr. Chen Shao-pei

discussed revolution. For their

An omclal of the Salvation Army

‘She was a woman, he sald, who could 
not rest, and while there were people 
who were in need of help, she felt 
iC her duty to go to thelr assistance. 

Mrs, Darby became an officer in the 
Salvation Army in 1907, as Capt.

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CHINA ENCOURAGING 
SHIPBUILDING 


Adoption of a Law Unique in 
Country’s History 


Nanking, Sept. 18. 

For the frst time in China's his- 
tory, a law for the encouragement of 
shipbullding was adopted by the Leg- 
islative Yuan to-day and Is expected 
to give a great impetus to native ship- 
ping industry. Much signifleance is 
attached to this legislation, as it ine 
Gicates another effort on the part of 
the Central Government toward the 
/Promotion of mereantile marine trade. 

Five ‘kinds of bounties will be 
Granted by the Government to Chin= 
ese shipping merchants for the con- 
struction of new vessels, For vessels 
from 500 to 1,000 tons, $12 per. ton 
will “be granted; from’ 1,000 
to 2000 tons, $16 per ton; 
from 2,000 to 3,000 tons, §20 per 
ton; from 3,000 to 4,000 tons, $24 per 
ton; and for vessels more than 5,000 
tons, §28 per ton. In case of ‘the 
destruction of old vessels for the 
construction of new ones, half the 
regular subsidies per ton will be 
granted, in addition to subsidies for 
the building of new vessels. Such 
financial aid will be granted only 
to Chinese shipping merchants, but 
not to all shipping companies, Ves- 
sels subsidized by the Government 
are limited to those constructed in 
Chinese dockyards, 

With the promulgation of the new 
law, Chinese shipping business along 
the svast and in inland waters is ex= 
ected to be encouraged, ng mist of 
the native vessels belong to the 600 
to 3,C00 tons type, Tt 1s also stipulated 
that new vessels are subject to 
exannnation by tho Ministry of Navy, 
and that, without permission from the 
Ministry of Communications, no for 
eign seamen shall be employed. 

recelve Government 
subsidies are not allowed to be trans- 
ferred to foreign owneiship within a 
period of ton years. Any subsldized 
shipping concern which leases any of 
its vestels to forelgn interests must

BRITISH SHIPPING 
Need for a Subsidy 


To the Editor of the 
“Nonmi-Cunwa Dany News 
Si—To all those who have the 
welfare of British shipping at heart 
‘and who appreciate what a vitally im- 
Porlant part our Merchant Navy has 
‘always played, and will always have 
to piny, in an emergency, Lord Lloyd's 
recent, articles in the “Dally ‘Tele 
graph” which are briefly reported in 
fo-day’s issue of your journal, make 
very dismal reading. 

‘That oficial figures should show 
that just over half the cargoes ar- 
Fiving at British ports are carried in 
foreign ships is, to my mind, an in- 
ovitable sequel ‘to the decline in. the 
percentage of the British-owned ton 
nage of the world’s total, which now 
stands at 64,000,000 tons. ‘This decline, 
from 502 per cent. in 1901 to 41.6 
Per cent, in 1914 and now to 268 per 
cent, in 1936, Inns surely been brought 
about by the adverse operation of 
foreign subsidies, There are foreign 
Aeets afloat to-day which simply could 
ot exist without very generous gov- 
erent subsidies and many of them 
wou'd never have assumed the pro- 
Porticns that they have without en- 
‘couragement of that nature, It is true 
that British tramp owners now share| 
‘an annual subsidy of 22,000,000, but 
this is a mere trifle when compared 
with figures of government assistance

‘The subsidy to foreign shipping is 
not the only cause of the dec,ine in 
British shipping: it is the want. of 
real commercial patriotism ‘on the: 
part of British merchants alike as 
British importers and exporters, and. 
Tam afraid similarly so right’ here 
in Shanghai, Is there any real reason 
why one-half the eargoes arriving in. 
British ports are carried in foreign 
ships? Is this stato of affairs nol due 
to want of patriotism on the part of 
importers, because when they are 
buying, ordering, chartering, or cther- 
wise engaging imports, they surcly 
could be patriotic and ‘call for ship- 
ment by a British sleamer whenever 
it Is possible, ‘This could be done if 
an organization were got together by 
British shipowners working with a 
similar organization composed of| 
bankers and merchants, and in a very 
few years British tonnage would not 
‘only rapidly iso, but with such an 
organization and backing, security for 
building new and up-to-date tonn 
would be quite encouraging, British 
tonnige has never been built up with 
the very least aim for any eventual 
subsidy: it has been built up by real 
foresight and intelligent management, 
chiefly through the professional naval 
‘or marine architect and engineer 
conjunetion with intelligent, shrew 
‘and able experienced shipping man- 
‘agement—without sucha. formn of 
‘organized management only” bank- 
rupley could be looked for in dealing 
with competitive shipping.

‘There i no more 
reason for ctulsing rickshaws than for 
cruising taxleabs, which have never 
‘been “permitted—or for erulsing 
chauffeur-driven private ears, whieh 
there is every reason to believe the 
new parking regulations will eall into 
being.

there are no obstructions, and fre- 
quently dart into the middle of the

‘stationed on Race Course Road, and 
on Bubbling Well Road opposite the

very effectively because they Impose 
few or no penalties. A week of sirlet 
ind Impartial cushion collection there 
and elsewhere should teach a great 
eal, and should do more to alleviate 
traffic congestion than any motor cay 
parking scheme yet evolved,

The three sus 
ects also told Judge Hsiao that the 
four were total strangers to them, 
After ordering the handing over of 
the four men to the Bureau of 
Public Safety, Judge Sizo adjourned 
the hearing of the Nakayama case 
pending the conclusion of an ex- 
amination by the judicial doctor of 
Yang Kyung-chun's finger and palm 
prints and those found in a book 
used to conceal a pistol. Yang was 
alleged by one of the three accused 
to have planted the book in his 
house so as to implicate him in the 
case. 

According to Tsang Tso-ming, 
arrested by the Nanking authorities 
in connection with the attempted 
murder of Mr. Wang Ching-wel, he 
had left Nanking for Shanghai ‘one 
day before the attempt. He knew 
of a Hsia Ke-tse, alleged to have 
plotted the sssassination of Govern- 
ment officials, but he did not take 
art in the crime. He had not sug- 
gested the creation of disturbances 
in Shanghai neither had he suggest- 
ed the murder of Japanese residents, 
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‘Yang Wen-tao, one of the three su: 

eels, told the court that he had 
ever seen or known of Hsia Ke- 
lsc. He admitted having sent a man 
to Hongkong to raise funds for his 
club, called Hung Shun Hywel, ‘The 
club! in Hongkong named Hung Men 
Hwei, alleged to have been organized 
by Hsia Ke-tso, was. an entirely 
separate organization.

He quarrelled with 
both the tea-git! and the other fre- 
man, On August 8 Nyung told him 
the other fireman had aygreed not to 
see the tea-girl any more and asked 
him to follow. suit. To. this he 
‘agreed, but the waitress Insisted that 
hhe should kill the tea-girl. 

On August 9, Nyung and the other 
freman met ‘him In front of the 
Sinza fire station and they went to 
the tea-girl's room in. the 
evening, ‘The door was open. 
uupon entering, they found the iti 
asleep. With ‘the assistance of the 
other two, he struck the girl three 
times with an axe, severing her head, 
and the other fireman eut off her legs. 
Me went there again. the next day 
and disposed of the head and body. 


‘The Dentals 


Nyung and the other fireman were 
questioned separately. According to 
the waitress, she went to the gitl's 
oom four times. She first visited the 
lace with the girl and on the second 
visit she found the self-confessed 
murderer there with the girl. ‘The 
etime was perpetrated on her third 
visit, with the two firemen, "She re- 
turned the next day with them and 
disposed of the body. ‘White insisting 
that the second fireman was there at 
the time of the murder, she denied 
having partielpated in the killing.

to an attack from the rear, while the 
southern columns, under" General 
Francisco Franco, are reported to be 
moving along two main tines.

Harvard, the oldest 
America, ‘has just finished the 
celebration of her ‘ercentenary, 
and graduates from virtually every 
‘country in the world attended the 
festivities at, Cambridge, —‘Mas- 
sachusetis. China sent her con- 
Aingent, and alumni in this country 
—Chinese and foreigners alike— 
contributed generous'y to a tercen- 
tenary fund to be given to their 
‘Alma Mater by her sons throughout 
the world. ‘The gatherings at Cam- 
bridge happily combined the solemn 
th the social and, naturally, the 
alumni took advantage of’ the 
oceasion to hold individual class 
reunions, the University kindly 
providing rooms in the various halls 
in the Yard for this purpose. In= 
formality generally marked ‘these 
special reunfons. ‘The hospitality 
of ine State of Massachusetts had 
been extended to ali the soas of 
Harvard, each alumnus having re~ 
ceived ‘an invitation’ “from the 
Secretary of State, Interest in the 
significant event also was shown 
abroad, one of the ente 
stimulated by the Teveentenary be- 
ing on exhibition of rare books and 
manuscripts, illustrating the rela~ 
tions between Oxford and Harvard 
Jn the Seventeenth Century, which 
opered at the Bod'cian Litrary, 
Oxford, on September 16. Tt was 
pointed out at Oxford that, although. 
John Harvard, the founder of the 
nal Harvard College, was a 
uradvate of Cambridge, the first 
urnduate of Harvard was an Oxford 
man, Benjamin Woodbridge, and 
that Oxford was the frst Eurvpean 
earned institution to recognize a 
Harvard degree. 

















‘The beginnings of Harvard were 
humble, “History recores that in 
1036 the General Court of the 
Colony of Massachuselts appro- 
priated £400 for the establishment 
of a school or college at New Towne, 
whien two years later wus renamed, 
Cambridge township in honour of 
the English university where so 
many of the Colony's leaders had 
been educated. John Harvard, who 
gave his name to the new-born 
colleye, was a Puritan minister of 
the gospel who had but recently 
arrived in America. He bequeathed 
to the institution the sum of £780, 
and his library of somo 400 books, 
these grants going to college upon 
his death, in 1638, at the age of 
31, The name Harvaid College was, 
adopted in 1630, the first com- 
mencement was held in 1642, Tn 
the College charter (1650) the in- 
stitution was dedicated to the 
advancement of literature, arts and 
sciences and the education of the 
American Indian as well as English 
youth, ‘The religious function of 
the College: was stressed, it being its 
duty to provide a well-educated 
ministry for the Colony's churches, 
“when our present Ministers shall 
Jie in the Dust.” Later the religious 
scope was broadened, after various 
sectarian controversies, and in 1843 
the Board of Overseers was cpened 
to clergymen of all denominations. 











‘The influence of Harvard upon 
American literature has been pro- 
found throughout the three hundred 
years of the university's life. To- 
day Harvard lists many of the 
nation’s authors and philosophers 
amongst her sons, ‘The ““Eneyclo~ 
paedia Britannica” notes Harvard's. 
literary significance as follows:—

September 11—It is not easy to 
pick up the threads after an absence 
of two months, and as T walle round 
the garden I ‘ind myself trying to 
account for all the old friends. There 
is Mcggie, to begin with, who now 
only seems to ‘ave two ‘children: T 
fam certain these are’ Ann and Joc, 
bbut poor little Vi has got lost in the 
deat’ somewhere—perhaps she has 
met with an accident and became a 
Bird cf Paradise.

To come 
jdown to the concrete issue: Asstim- 
ing for the sake of argument, and 
not in any way endorsing the sugges- 
on, “that "by handing over the 
colonies to the mandate régime: the 
requlrements of Germany, Japan and 
Healy would be met, how could Mr. 
Williams guarantee ‘to convert, say, 
British conservative opinion to this

pessimistic, it seems that the problem 
of world peace is inextricably: wrap- 
ped up inthe problem of inducing:
